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HUNDREDS OF 
HONES TO RE 
PULLED DOWN 


HUNDREDS of homes on three Harl¬ 
ow housing estates could be demol¬ 
ished to pave the way for major new 
residential developments, the Star 
can reveal. 

Ageing council and privately-owned bun¬ 
galows at The Briars, Copshall Close and 
Aylets Field will be bulldozed and replaced 
with new properties if plans are approved by 
councillors later this year. 

The phased redevelopment - which will 
not begin until March 2012 at the very earli¬ 
est - will see those affected temporarily re¬ 
housed elsewhere in the town. 

Private owner-occupiers will have to sell up 
to the authority or face the possibility of being 
made the subject of compulsory purchase

orders. It could also mean that some council 
tenants will be forced to downsize if their 
housing needs have changed since they last 
moved home. 

Staple Tye ward councillor John Strachan, 
who will lose his current home in The Briars 
if the plans go ahead, said most residents were 
disappointed with the proposals. 

“The vast majority of residents are very 
unhappy with these plans,” he said. “There are 
people who have lived here for 20 or 30 years 
who stand to lose cherished family homes, 
and many will be forced to downsize if, for 


example, their kids have moved out. 

“Residents are bitterly disappointed that 
the option of refurbishing the bungalows has 
been discounted. It would be a big project but 
would be much less disruptive and more cost- 
effective than demolition and rebuild.” 

The neighbourhoods have long been identi¬ 
fied as priority estates in urgent need of 
regeneration. Earlier this year Harlow Council 
held a series of public workshops at which 
residents were invited to help shape a “vision” 
for the future of the estates. 

Independent consultants EC Harris were 
then appointed to review the feedback and the 
results of estates surveys before recommend¬ 
ing deliverable ways of regenerating the area.

A SENSORY room to aid the 
development of special needs 
youngsters has been opened at 
Harlow’s Princess Alexandra 
Hospital. 

The facility has been funded 
by the Kisses4Kids charity set 
up by 18-year-old Stacey 
Johnson and is her way of 
thanking staff on Dolphin 
Ward for the care she has 
received while battling a brain 
tumour. 

“This is a truly wonderful 
feeling knowing that this will 
benefit so many children,” she 
said. 

The room, which encourages 
youngsters to learn through 
play, cost £6,300 and has taken 
six months to equip. It 
features special lights and 


other sensory equipment for 
children to explore as well as a 
mural by Garrie Fowler.

the official unveiling, said: “I 
can’t thank Kisses4Kids 
enough for the amazing new 
sensory room.

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Talks continue as 
date for TV signal 
switchover looms 


THOUSANDS of Harlow residents may 
be forced to fork out hundreds of 
pounds to upgrade their TV viewing 
equipment when analogue broadcast¬ 
ing is switched off in the Anglia region 
next year. 

Analogue broadcasts relayed through the 
town’s cable network are set to stop in 2011, 
leaving viewers who rely on the signal with¬ 
out free-to-air channels including BBC One, 
ITV and Channel 4. 

Freeview set-top boxes will not work 
through the current piped system, meaning 
residents will have to pay for an aerial to be 
installed or subscribe to paid-for services 
such as Sky unless current network provider 
Virgin Media agrees to offer a free service. 

Fold Croft resident Tony Ailing said he had 
hit a brick wall trying to find out more from 
both Harlow Council and Virgin Media. 

“I’ve been asking questions about this for 
the past six months but no-one can come up 
with a clear answer,” he told the Star. 

“Harlow Council said initially that they 
were trying to meet with Virgin Media. Then 
when I called again recently they said exactly 
the same thing. They seem to be no further 
along in sorting it out. 

“My fear is that this switch-off date is get¬ 
ting closer and closer and we are sleepwalk¬ 
ing into a huge problem.” 

Harlow’s piped network was installed by 
the council in the 1970s after it banned TV 
aerials. Maintenance of the network was 
taken over by Anglia Cable and is now run by 
Virgin Media.

Paying for a professional engineer to install 
a new aerial can cost more than £80 - and 
anyone putting one up would be breaking the 
council’s covenant banning their use. 

A spokesman for Digital UK, the organisa¬ 
tion responsible for overseeing the analogue- 
to-digital switchover in TV regions across the 
UK, said it was a matter between the council 
and Virgin Media. 

Joel Charles, chairman of the council’s 
community and citizenship working group, 
said it was aware of residents’ concerns. 


“We are in communication with Virgin 
Media about the future of the piped TV sys¬ 
tem,” he said. “The council will continue to 
lobby on residents’ behalf to retain the same 
level of TV service post-switchover. 

“There is a legal agreement in place for 
Virgin media to provide free-to-air channels. 
Virgin has, in the past, confirmed that the 
service would continue post-switchover and 
we expect them to honour this commitment.” 

The council is also reviewing the covenants 
banning the use of TV aerials as it looks at a 
range of issues surrounding broadcasting. 

A Virgin Media spokeswoman told the 
Star discussions with the council were ongo¬ 
ing but said a decision had yet to be reached. 



Theatre group in London 'show' 


YOUNG members of inclusive 
performing arts group Razed Roof played 
to their biggest audience yet when they 
took part in the Lord Mayor’s Show in 
London on Saturday.

Judge imposes hospital order 
on woman convicted of arson 


A WOMAN who caused thousands of 
pounds worth of damage after setting fire to 
her own home will be detained in hospital - 
but allowed out at weekends to go jogging as 
part of her treatment. 

The 44-year-old, who cannot be identified 
for legal reasons, was found guilty of arson 
and reckless endangerment of life at a trial in 
March. 

Since then she has undergone psychiatric 
assessment which resulted in numerous 
delays before Judge Charles Gratwicke 
finally imposed the hospital order last week. 
“This court has no doubt there is a risk to the 
community of you committing further offe¬ 
nces,” he said. 

As well as setting fire to her home last 
July, the jury was told the woman had done 
the same thing twice before. 


Stephanie Farrimond, prosecuting, told 
Chelmsford Crown Court that on July 30 last 
year neighbours noticed the woman’s home 
was on fire. “Emergency services were 
called in and the fire was brought under con¬ 
trol while an adjacent property received 
smoke damage. 

“She [the defendant] was later arrested 
trying to get back in to the property and 
taken to the police station where she banged 
her head against the cell wall and said: ‘I 
hear voices’.” 

Miss Farrimond said an investigation by 
the fire service revealed an armchair in the 
lounge had been set alight with a flame. 

Jamie Sawyer, in mitigation, said the 
offence was committed as a time of 
“extreme pressure” and argued that a restric¬ 
tion order was not necessary.

THE people of Harlow turned out to 
pay their respects to the servicemen 
and women who have lost their lives in 
conflicts past and present at a Remem¬ 
brance Day service on Sunday. 

Veterans, serving officers, representatives of 
youth organisations, local dignitaries and more 
than 500 residents gathered at the Netteswell 
War Memorial in School Lane to remember 
those who made the ultimate sacrifice for their 
country.

“There is no doubt that our Armed Forces’ 
continued involvement in Afghanistan has

brave servicemen and women have made in 
conflicts past and present.” 

Among those laying poppy wreaths at the 
base of the war memorial were Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon and Harlow Council chair¬ 
woman Sue Livings. 

Mr Halfon told the Star: “For too long at 
Remembrance services only the names of those 
in action before or in the Second World War 
have been read out. This time all those who 
have fallen since 1945 were included. 

“It was a day to remember our brave Armed

those who lost their lives while serving for their 
country.

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Teenager cleared 
of raping girl (14) 


A JURY took just 90 minutes to clear 
a 15-year-old boy of raping a girl of 
14 in bushes just yards from a busy 
Harlow road. 

Chelmsford Crown Court was told the 
defendant, who cannot be named for legal 
reasons, had admitted he had sex with the 
girl but only with her agreement. 

The pair had met up at the bus station in 
Terminus Street on May 11 this year and 
walked through the town towards the NCP 
multi-storey car park in Kitson Way. 

Jurors were told that the boy had then run 
into bushes, claiming he was hiding from his 
father who had banned him from the town.

The girl followed when he failed to re-appear. 

It was alleged by the prosecution that the 
boy then took off her school blazer, laid it on 
the floor with his jacket, pulled down her 
trousers and knickers and then his own 
trousers before forcing himself upon her. 

The girl later claimed she was raped 
repeatedly, telling friends, a school listener, 
teaching staff, a nurse and police of her 
ordeal. 

But the boy, who denied rape, told the 
jury it had been consensual sex. 


In a police interview conducted after he 
had been arrested he said they been in con¬ 
tact on Facebook and that she had sent him 
a text before they met asking for sex. 

He initially told officers that he had not 
even met up with the girl on the day of the 
alleged incident, claiming she was making 
up the allegation because he had rejected her. 

But he then broke down and started cry¬ 
ing, telling his interviewers “I did do it, I did 
it”. 

However, defence counsel Graham 
Brown told the court that this admission 
referrred to the boy having had consensual 
sex with the girl and not rape.

Hundreds of homes will 
have to be demolished

An alternative suggestion of 
retro-fitting the bungalows to 
bring them up to the decent 
homes standard laid down by the 
previous government was then 
discounted by the council after 
the consultants’ report deemed 
refurbishment as poor value for 
money, leaving demolition as the 
only option. 

Although the council has yet 
to identify exactly how the proj¬ 
ect will be funded, it is confident 
of securing a combination of 
Government funding and private 
investment. This would mean the 
developments are likely to fea¬ 
ture a considerable number of 
private homes as well as council- 
owned properties. 

Council leader Andrew 
Johnson told the Star the pro¬ 
posed redevelopment would 
deliver better quality homes, 


improve the layout of each estate, 
address parking problems and 
improve residents’ safety and 
security. 

“We worked closely with resi¬ 
dents of The Briars, Aylets Field 
and Copshall Close earlier in the 
year to understand their priorities 
for the estates,” he added. 

“Over the summer the find¬ 
ings of that work, along with evi¬ 
dence about the condition of the 
bungalows, was considered by 
professional property advisors 
who have recommended that the 
bungalows be demolished. 

“Our priority has always been 
to ensure that the residents enjoy 
living in a high standard of home 
in an attractive and safe place.”

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Detectives release e-fit 
of suspect in sex attack 


POLICE investigating an 
alleged sex attack on a 37- 
year-old woman in the 
Northbrooks area of Harlow 
last Tuesday have released an 
e-fit of the suspect. 

The victim was walking 
through an alleyway near to 
Northbrooks House at 
around 7pm when a man 
grabbed her from behind, 
pulling her to the ground. 

He tried to pin her down but 
she fought him and was able 
to injure him sufficiently 
that he let her go and ran 
off. 

The victim, who suffered 
bruising and a small cut, 
was left shaken by her 
ordeal. 

The attacker is described as 
black, about 5ft 8ins tall, BO¬ 
SS years of age and 
of medium build. He also 
has distinctive tribal-type 
scarring on both cheeks. 
Detective Inspector Martin 
Read said: “The description 
of the scarring below the 
eyes is of particular interest 
and I would like to hear 
from anyone who can 
provide a name for any man 
fitting this description.” 
Meanwhile, rumours that a 
series of women have been 
sexually assaulted in Harlow 
over the past week have been 
quashed by police. 

Text and Facebook messages 
sent out to residents across 
the town claim that up to 
eight women have attacked 
since officers launched an 
investigation into the 
incident in Northbrooks. 



One message claims that 
women were raped in Fourth 
Avenue, at the skate park in 
First Avenue and in Hare 
Street Park, Canons Brook 
and Katherines. Police said 
all these reports are 
incorrect. 

Divisional Commander 
Chief Superintendent Simon 
Williams told the Star: “The 
text and Facebook messages 
currently circulating in the 
Harlow area are misleading 
and incorrect. 

“We are investigating a 
report of an attempted rape 
in Northbrooks last week. 
There was also a stabbing in 
the Hides in which a man 
was injured. 

“All the other incidents 
reported within the messages 
and texts are incorrect.” 
Anyone with any 
information about the 
Northbrooks attack should 
call Harlow CID on 0300 333 
4444 or Crimestoppers on 
0800 555 111. 


Views sought on 
homes blueprint 


LDF exhibitions - when and where 


RESIDENTS are being given the 
chance to voice their opinions of plans 
that could pave the way for thousands 
of new homes to be built in the Harlow 
area. 

A 10-week public consultation exercise to 
gauge views on the suitability of sites ear¬ 
marked for development - including land 
north of Harlow and of Gilden Way - got 
under way this week. 

The plans have been put together by 
Harlow Council which is in the process of 
compiling its Local Development Framework 
- a long-term strategy for the town’s growth. 

Although the council’s recent consultation 
on the future structure of the authority gener¬ 
ated a disappointing 137 responses from the 
town’s population of more than 70,000 people, 
officers are confident of receiving a minimum 
of 1,800 representations from residents, busi¬ 
nesses and community groups already signed 
up to its LDF mailing list. 

Consultation officer Chris Gatland said: 
“We have a variety of consultation means to 
ensure that the key stakeholders and everyone 
in the town can have an opportunity to con¬ 
tribute. 

“Our community exhibition roadshow 
starts next week with events all over the town 
and within all the neighbourhood centres. 

“We have about 1,800 who have already 
registered for more information and we have 
targeted hard to reach groups such as schools, 
disabled or access groups, faith groups or any

SCHOOLS, churches, 
businesses and individuals 
across Essex are busy filling 
shoeboxes for youngsters in 
overseas countries including 
earthquake-struck Haiti. 
This week CATHERINE 
LOFTHOUSE takes a look 
behind the scenes at the 
warehouse in Harlow that 
will speed the boxes to 
children in Liberia and 
Belarus. 


I N our age of cynicism, 
where the message of 
Christmas often seems to 
be lost among all the tinsel 
and trimmings, it’s heartening 
to find a place where the 
festive spirit is alive and well. 
It’s hard to believe that a couple of 
empty shops could be transformed 
into a veritable Santa’s grotto, but 
that is just what Sue Bree (66) and 
her team of volunteers have 
achieved at the Harlow Operation 
Christmas Child collection point. 
Stacked floor to ceiling with 
goodies and brightly wrapped 
boxes, the banter between the 
volunteers packing sweets into bags 
creates a friendly festive 
environment. 

The only thing missing is a dozen 
reindeer and a sleigh to distribute 
the presents. 

Instead, the boxes will travel by 
container, with the first 8,000

winging their way to Liberia at the 
end of the month, along with items 
such as textbooks, stationery and 
toilet rolls. 

Then a second consignment will be 
sent to Belarus about 10 days later, 
along with some special boxes 
designed for grandparents, and 
warm clothing. 

But, before waving off the boxes, 
there is plenty of work for the team 
of 40 volunteers at the collection 
point to make sure they will bring 
festive cheer to children in 
hospitals, orphanages street 

shelters or living with their 
families in poverty. The 
team collects from about 
100 local schools, as 


up all the boxes which have been

well as any other organisation that 
has made up more than 50 boxes. 
Others will drop the contributions 
in at the unit, which is open from 
10am to 4pm on weekdays. Last 
year almost 15,000 boxes came 
through the warehouse. 

Once the boxes arrive, they are 
sorted according to which gender 
and age group they are for. 

Then the volunteers take a careful 
look inside each box to make sure 
there are no liquids or 
inappropriate items, such as toys 
related to warfare. 

But, as Sue points out, the team 
makes changes only when it is

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really necessary, as each box is a 
gift from its donor to its recipient. 
For many of the children, their 
shoebox will be the only Christmas 
present they receive, so people 
packing them are encouraged to 
include a selection of toys, 
educational supplies and hygiene 
items such as toothpaste and soap. 
Sweets are always very popular! 

All items included should be new 
and a £2.50 contribution is 
requested towards promotion, 
processing, UK transportation and 
shipping. 

Once the boxes have been checked, 
they are ready for packing into 
cartons to be transported. 

While the Harlow warehouse is a 
hive of activity at this time of year, 
Sue and her volunteers are hard at 
work all year round, meeting once a 
month to wrap empty boxes or knit 
gifts. 

This year, a pattern for a knitted 
handbag devised by Mary Johnson 
(75), of Harlow, has proved 
particularly popular and now the 
team has sacks full of these pretty 
Mary Bags, as they have been 
dubbed. 

Modest Mary is delighted that her 
first bag, made with fluffy wool, 
has inspired 2,000 copies. “Other 
people said they could make some 
and now we have all different 
colours,” she says. 

Sue points out the knitted clothes 
and blankets to be sent out to 
Belarus alongside the shoeboxes. 
She said: “There are people who 
love to knit and children in this 
country don’t want knitted stuff, so 
we get a lot of donations of things 
like blankets.” 

Donations of knitting wool are 
always very welcome.

The group has been able to use the 
empty shop as its base all year, 
thanks to the support of the Harvey 
Centre management, not only 
providing a place for the volunteers 
to meet but also somewhere to store 
items in preparation for Christmas 
time. 

For most of us, we can only 
imagine the reaction of the children 
who receive these gifts from 
strangers in a faraway land, but Sue 
feels privileged to have visited 
Mozambique, Belarus and Romania 
to watch the youngsters open their 
presents. 

She said: “Some children are so 
excited they can’t contain 
themselves, some children think the 
box is the gift and don’t recognise 
that there is something inside and 
some children are overwhelmed and 
think: ‘Is this for me?’ They often 
share it with their brothers and 
sisters if they haven't had a box. We 
don’t choose who has the boxes, 
that is done by our in-country 


partners. 

“Many of the children will never 
have had a gift before and they may 
not get another one, as we try to 
reach new children every year. So 
many children are in need.” 

This year Samaritan’s Purse, which 
has been running Operation 
Christmas Child for 20 years, will 
be sending boxes to Haiti after the 
country was hit by a devastating 
earthquake in January, leaving 
many families homeless. 

Sue said: “In situations like that we 
know how special a box will be for 
those kids.”

W HEN Peterswood Infant 
School and Nursery 
closes its gates at the 
end of the autumn term, it will 
be for the last time.

Garden team 
get to work! 



A GROUP of unemployed 
young people from Harlow 
have been sharpening their 
job-seeking skills by cleaning 
up a youth club’s overgrown 
garden. 

The 10-strong team pulled together 
to completely renovate the area 
outside the Hare Street Youth Centre 
in Harberts Road. 

In just two weeks they cut back 
bushes and overgrown foliage, 
cleared the area of rubbish and 
scrubbed up the garden’s artificial 
turf so that it can be used again. 

The group even raised £80 for 
equipment by washing cars and 
talked local firms into lending their 
services, including the free use of a 
skip to dispose of all the rubbish. 
The challenge was part of a 12- 
week self-development scheme run 
by the Prince’s Trust and Essex 
County Council. 

The group was set the task of 
finding and completing a project 
that would make a lasting difference 
in the community. 

The youngsters come from a variety 
of backgrounds and for various 
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reasons have found it difficult to get 
into regular employment. 

Prince’s Trust youth worker Rebecca 
Moran said: “The area was 
overgrown and none of them had 
done much gardening before, but 
we’ve been building up their team 
skills so they can work with each 
other. 

“It was a really big achievement for 
them. At one point they didn’t think 
they were going to complete it but 
with their new-found perseverance 
they finished it by working together. 
“The space which just looked like a 
junkyard can now be used. Before, 
we couldn’t have young people out 
there because it was a health and 
safety hazard. It is now a usable 
space for the centre.” 

She added: “We’ve seen a vast 
improvement among members of 
the group. Some of them even want 
to go into similar work such as 
landscape gardening. 

“It really gave them a taste of what 
to expect.”

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Society must be based 
on need, not demand 

SIR, i am hardly encouraged to learn the Church’s 
response to unemployment is a prayer vigil in four 
months time ( Letters , October 28). Nor must we be 
content with the selected tea and sympathy approach 
of seizing opportunities for cheap labour which have 
been attempted in the past. 

Rev Martin Harris hits upon the problem when he 
states: “It is possible to survive an earthquake if 
buildings are structurally sound.” The problem is that 
our present society is built not upon rock but upon 
sand. What is required is the revival of a prophetic 
message from the Church which calls for 
fundamental changes in our society. 

First there is a need to differentiate between work 
and employment. God created people with a variety 
of gifts and gave abundant resources, which were 
meant not for personal advancement but were 
required to be fairly shared for the good of 
everybody. He did not instruct people to be employed 
by others in order to survive while creating the 
obscene wealth and profit of the rich. 

Many unemployed people work hard; they just don’t 
get paid for it. Until recent times most women were 
in this situation and now many pensioners are in a 
similar state. Those who seek employment are faced 
with little choice and are offered payments for such 
unattractive work, which are a fraction of those who 
do the more attractive jobs. We need at least a 
maximum wage as well as a minumum one. 

When will the Church realise the poor are not the 
problem? The rich are the problem. They claim they 
are responsible for the creation of wealth when in 
fact they are merely the beneficiaries of its unfair 
distribution. Many of them have inherited wealth and 
will pass it on to their children. Ninety per cent of 
the wealth in this country is in the hands of 10 per 
cent of the population and unless something drastic 
is done will remain so. 

We are not in this together as Mr Cameron claims - 
the rich will be affected infinitely less than the poor. 
The poor benefited little in the good times so why 
should they be made to pay for the bad times? Cuts 
will hardly affect the rich but they will be devastating 
for the poor. 

Finally, we do not require continual growth which 
threatens the planet; there is more than enough for

SIR, I read with some concern the 
account of the experience of 
Thomas Breen with the RED 
driving school (Star, November 11). 
The reason for my concern is that I 
am an approved driving instructor 
and have been so for nearly 10 
years, living and working in Harlow. 
Clearly the action of the particular 
driving instructor in question is 
deplorable. I can understand Mr 
Breen’s concern and his comment 
that “you should just pay as you go 
because you have very little 
recourse with them if you instructor 
disappears with your money”. 
However, I can assure him the vast 
majority of driving instructors are 
extremely trustworthy. 

I do feel, though, that it should be 
made clear to anyone planning 
driving lessons that all instructors 



are self-employed. This is the case if 
they work for any of the large 
driving schools or work 
independently, as I do. 

An independent driving instructor 
is as qualified as one working for a 
large school and generally has more 
years of experience. They also have 
the advantage that they do not have 
to pay franchise fees to the school 
and are, therefore, usually able to 
be much more competitive on price. 
We also achieve the same end result 
in that the learner passes their test. 

I recently had one young lady pass 
her test in Bishop’s Stortford with 
no faults at all. 

Unfortunately, because of the fact 


that the larger driving schools are 
able to spend more money on 
advertising and tend to flood an 
area like Harlow with lots of 
instructors, it is becoming more 
difficult for independent instructors 
to survive. My workload has halved 
since the beginning of this year. I 
personally only advertise in the Star 
and rely on recommendations. 

May I conclude by saying that I 
hope Mr Breen is not put off from 
arranging proper qualified tuition 
for his daughter as this is the best 
way to learn. 

As a gesture of good faith I would 
be more than happy to talk to him 
and possibly arrange to mitigate the 
situation by offering a free-of- 
charge lesson to his daughter.

Don't dump it, bin it! 

SIR, In my role as a councillor I receive frequent 
complaints about dog fouling. The strongest of these 
are from dog owners who, having cleaned up after 
their own animal, find that after running through 
grass they dog is covered in faeces which some 
other owner did not clear up. 

Worse, there is now a habit of picking it up in a 


plastic bag and then dumping it under a hedge or 
hanging it in a tree. The mess would eventually 
decompose and get washed away by the rain but 
entombed in a plastic bag it will be there forever. 

I would like to remind dog owners that if they really 
cannot find a dog waste bin it can be put into any 
litter bin. Better still, take it home and put in your 
black (landfill) wheelie bin. 

It may encourage people to do this if they know the 
contents of the dog waste bins is sent to a treatment 
plant where it is processed and turned into gas which 
is used for energy. 

I would also remind owners that if they are 
prosecuted and the case goes to court, the fine for 
dog fouling can be up to £1,000 but for dropping 
litter - and the mummified mess in plastic bag is 
litter - the fine can be up to £2,500.

Teen thug 
warned to 
expect jail 


A TEENAGE thug who mugged an 
elderly woman and threatened a 15- 
year-old youth who “grassed” him up 
to police has been warned he faces a 
substantial jail sentence. 

Chelmsford Crown Court heard the 17- 
year-old boy - who cannot be named for legal 
reasons - robbed 77-year-old Olive Evelyn as 
she made her way to a keep-fit class on 
January 19. 

The plucky pensioner unsuccessfully gave 
chase following the attack in Southern Way 

The defendant then later threatened a 15- 
year-old who gave a statement to police about 
his involvement in the crime, branding the 
youth “a grass” and warning: “I’m going to 
kill you and petrol bomb your house.” 

The court heard that the mother of the 
intimidated youth had described arriving 
home to a huge number of youngsters gath¬ 
ered on a green nearby and said her son had 
“sounded scared and worried”. 

Adjourning the case for sentencing, Judge 
Karen Walden-Smith told the defendant: “You 
have been found guilty of two offences which

are plainly serious matters. I will take time to 
consider the sentence but you can expect a 
substantial term in custody.” 

The teenager was also accused of mugging 
another woman and attempting to rob an 84- 
year-old but the jury cleared him on both 
charges. 

However, he will also be sentenced on 
November 24 for a string of burglaries carried 
out in the town alongside two other 17-year- 
olds - one from Harlow and the other from 
Ipswich - and for other offences of burglary, 
attempted burglary and theft. 

The break-ins took place over three days 
between July 14-17 this year and resulted in 
the theft of property valued at more than 
£ 8 , 000 . 

Properties in The Hill, Guilfords, St John’s 
Avenue and Wyldewood Farm in Old Harlow 
were all targeted, with items including wallets, 
mobile phones, laptops, cameras and iPods 
with values of between £50 and £3,500 stolen.

Cold War comedy proves 
quite a Bard nut to crack

Romanoff and Juliet 

Moot House Players, Moot Hall 


IN a world where politics invades 
almost every facet of our lives, it's 
refreshing to be reminded how 
something as pure and simple as 
love can still be all-conquering. 

And in transforming Shakespeare’s 
tragic tale of doomed romance into a 
gentle comedy with a Hollywood happy 
ending, Peter Ustinov’s Romanoff & 
Juliet hits upon a feelgood formula 
without sacrificing too much to 
schmaltz. 

But while the play’s whimsical charm 
marks it out as more of a middlebrow 
farce than a biting satire, razor-sharp 



dialogue, complex characterization and 
a subtle streak of surrealism make this a 
challenging project for an am-dram 
group to take on. 

Putting on a three-act play with two 
intervals and a running time 
approaching the two-and-a-half hour 
mark is a bold move for any troupe. And 


if it hadn’t been for several powerhouse 
performances it could easily have 
outstayed its welcome. 

The best of these was undoubtedly stage 
stalwart Michael Branwell’s towering 
turn as the unnamed president of a tiny 
middle-European country at the centre 
of a paranoid tug-of-war between 
America and Russia. 

In the part-narrator, part-protagonist role 
Ustinov wrote for and played himself, 
Branwell put in an eloquent 
performance as a most capricious Cupid 
to dithering lovebirds Dan Powell and 
Kerry Rowland, pictured , who both 
impressed in difficult roles. 

Ably supported by the clownish antics of 
Biddy McAlpine and Monica Albinson as 
his loyal first and second soldiers, 
Branwell struck the perfect balance 
between engaging puppet-master and 


soppy soliloquist. 

Despite a couple of dodgy accents, Alan 
Hodgson (US ambassador Hooper 
Moulsworth) and Tony Edwards (his 
Russian counterpart Vadim Romanoff) 
essayed their twin character arcs well, 
while Claire Quley threw herself into the 
relatively minor role of young 
Romanoff’s jilted bride-to-be with great 
aplomb. 

But as with all good comedy timing is 
key, and there were moments in MHP's 
ambitious production when Ustinov’s 
sparkling wit fell disappointingly flat. 
While kudos must go to director 
Rosemary Caswell and her cast for 
doggedly tackling a teasingly nuanced 
script, the production ultimately lacked 
the pace and agility of its author’s mind.

HARRY POTTER AND THE 
DEATHLY HALLOWS: PART 1 
certificate 12A 2h26m 


AND so it begins - the final 
chapter of JK Rowling’s best¬ 
selling fantasy saga which holds 
the honour of the highest 
grossing film franchise of all 
time. 

Cleaved in two for creative and 
commercial reasons, Harry Potter 
and the Deathly Hallows sees Harry 
(Daniel Radcliffe), Ron (Rupert 
Grint) and Hermione (Emma 
Watson) facing the renewed threat 
from Voldemort (Ralph Fiennes, 
pictured below ) and the Death 
Eaters. 

David Yates, who directed the sixth 
film, strikes an even darker tone for 
his imagining of the seventh book, 
leavened with occasional flashes of 
humour such as when Mad-Eye 
Moody (Brendan Gleeson) warns his 
fellow wizards that the magical 
Polyjuice Potion tastes like 
something unsavoury a goblin might 


produce. 

Screenwriter Steve Kloves remains 
faithful to Rowling’s hefty tome but 
is allowed brief moments of artistic 
licence. 

Thus we see Harry and Hermione 
tenderly dancing together while 
Voldemort preys upon Ron’s 
insecurities and jealousy by taunting 
him with a vision of a naked Harry 
and Hermione locked in a steamy 
embrace, their blushes spared by 
swirling tendrils of smoke. 

The third film is certificate 12A for a 
reason. 

Even more startling is a stylish 
animated sequence that recounts 
The Tale Of The Three Brothers from 
Hermione’s copy of The Tales Of 
Beedle The Bard, which explains the 
meaning of the Deathly Hallows. 

The nefarious Lord Voldemort and 
his followers, including Bellatrix 
Lestrange (Helena Bonham Carter) 
and Lucius Malfoy (Jason Isaacs), 
continue to grow in power, 
threatening everything that 
Dumbledore (Michael Gambon) and 
his followers hold dear. 

With Hogwarts in disarray, Harry, 
Ron and Hermione embark 



on a perilous quest to track down 
the mysterious Horcruxes and stop 
the forces of darkness from taking a 
stranglehold over the wizarding 
world. 

While Radcliffe struggles to convey 
the grief of his teenage hero, Watson 
blossoms, capturing the heartbreak 
of a Mudblood who may lose 
everything in the final reckoning. 
Grint provides comic relief as well as 
mild sexual tension as Ron wrestles 
with his feelings for Hermione. 
Fiennes glowers with menacing 
intent behind his flawless make-up 
and Yates seamlessly melds visual 
effects and live action, not least with 
the re-introduction of Dobby. 
Originally intended for release in 3D, 
Harry Potter And The Deathly 
Hallows: Part 1 will only screen in 
traditional 2D after the technical 
wizards at Warner Bros were unable 
to convert this first instalment to the 
eye-popping format in time for the 
worldwide release tomorrow 
(Friday) 

In some ways it’s a blessing because 
the film’s running time of 146 
minutes would mean eye strain for 
younger audiences. That said, Part 2 
will definitely screen in 3D, ensuring 
Harry, Ron and Hermione conclude 
their epic quest with a bang. 

Several sequences in this first part 
have clearly been designed with the 
format in mind, such as when 
Voldemort’s snake Nagini springs at 
the camera, fangs bared. Similarly, 
the opening battle over the skies of 
London and through motorway 
traffic would be even more 
breathtaking with audiences 
swerving in their seats to avoid 
oncoming traffic. 

Part 1 concludes with good and evil 
evenly balanced, both sides having 
suffered losses in pursuit of 
i ultimate victory. The release of 
Part 2 on July 15 next year seems 
an agonisingly long way off.
